Gun-free policy modified

A modified gun-fYee school 
policy was adopted by the Ro- 
mulus School District last 
Monday, putting its policy in 
compliance with state and fed- 
eral laws. 

Several years ago, the local 
school district approved a 
tough policy that permanently 
expelled any student found to 
have a weapon on his or her 
person on Romulus School 
District related property. 

Late last year the Michigan 
Legislature approved and Gov. 
John Engler signed a new 
state wide law that expels the 
same type students, but allows 
thdse up to the fifth grade to 
petition for re instatement af- 
ter 60 days (.but they must ful- 
fill 90 days of expulsion time) 
and those in grades six to 12 
are allowed to seek reinstate- 


ment after 150 days (but must 
fulfill 180 days of expulsion 
time). 

While some felt the change 
was a weakening of the local 
school weapons policy, Assis- 
tant Superintendent of 
Schools Joel Carr felt upbeat 
about the change, stating, 
“Now we have both state and 
federal laws supporting our 
own student code of conduct” 

According to the new provi- 
sion, “a student shall be ex- 
pelled if it is determined that 
the student brought a dan- 
gerous weapon to school, pos- 
sessed a dangerous weapon at 
school or in a weapon-free 
school zone, committed arson 
in a school building or on 
school grounds, or raped 
someone in a school building 
or on school grounds. 

The student code listed 
starter guns and BB guns 
among those weapons covered 


by the policy, as well as poi- 
sonous gas devices, bombs, 
grenades, daggers and stile- 
ttos, knives with blades longer 
than three inches or brass 
knuckles. 

The policy describes “a 
weapon-free school zone” as 
school property (a playing 
field, property used for school 
purposes), and a vehicle used 
by a school to transport stu- 
dents to or from school 
property. 

The policy also states a 
“building administrator (such 
as a principal) shall report any 
student violating this policy to 
the local police and shall no- 
tify the student’s parents or le- 
gal guardian. 

The building administrator 
also is instructed to refer any 
student expelled under this 
policy, within three days of ex- 
pulsion. to the County Depart- 
ment of Social Services .

Top paid teachers in the 
Wayne-Westland School Dis- 
trict will have the opportunity 
to retire early or resign with a 
$50,000 incentive offered by 
the district. 

The voluntary incentive 
plan (VIP) is expected to save 
the district approximately $1.2 
million next school year if 120 
teachers and 10 administrators 
take the incentive, according 
to Superintendent of Schools 
Dr. Larry Thomas. This savings 
would increase yearly, adding 
up to an expected $11 million 
in five years, according to Dan 
Slee, superintendent of em- 
ployee services. 

“After the first year, we’ll 
save $25,000 per teacher and 
considering the raises they 
would receive, we’ll save even 
more,” Slee said. 

The $50,000 pay out would 
be made over a span of five 
years by the district to the in- 
dividuals who would receive 
the money during an eight- 
year period and an additional 
$20 per every sick day accumu- 
lated. The district will also be 
responsible for paying a por- 
tion of those employees taxes 
during the first year, according 
to Chief Fiscal Officer Patricia 
Brand. 

However, Slee said, the dis- 
trict will not be paying a fi ve- 
to eight- percent severance 
pay to the employees. 

With an anticipated debt of 
$3.5 million for the 1995-96 
school year, Thomas said. “We 
have to look at where within 
the budget we can make rec- 


ommendations to balance the 
budget. We’ve already cut $14 
million (over the last three 
years)." 

“We believe the schools will 
benefit if we can find a way ... 
on a voluntary basis to have 
our high paid employees leave 
the district and be replaced by 
lower paid individuals,” 
Thomas said. 

These new employee re- 
placements, Slee said, would 
be earning a salary range of 
around $30,000 compared to 
salaries ranging from $47,000 
to $64,490 for teachers and up 
to $67,749 for administrators. 
According to Slee, most 
teachers are earning above 
$55,000. 

The incentives are being of- 
fered to the Wayne-Westland 
Education Association, Wayne- 
Westland Building Adminis- 
trators Association and the 
Wayne-Westland Central Of- 
fice A d m i n i s t r a t o r s 
Association. 

Board members voted 5-0 to 
approve the money-saving 
plan, with Board Vice Presi- 
dent Richard LeBlanc and 
Trustee Laurel Raisanen 
absent. 

“I would like to thank the 
board for taking another cou- 
rageous move in balancing our 
budget” Thomas said. 

“By taking people at the top 
of the scale ... and offering vol- 
untary retirement the district 
saves substantial money,” Mc- 
Cusker said, citing the replace- 
ment of former Assistant 
Superintendent of Employee 
Sendees Bill Taylor who was 
replaced by Slee at a savings 
of almost $20,000. 


“The pay was lower for his 
(Slee’s) replacement and we 
had the opportunity to go out 
and hire new people coming 
out of college and universities 
with the latest technologies,” 
McCusker said. 

“Although I'm saddened at 
the number of experienced 
staff we’U lose, I’m glad we’re 
looking at these solutions,” 
Board Treasurer Patricia 
Brown said. 

“This type of plan will save 
us from making (not as many) 
instructional cuts in the fu- 
ture,” Board Secretary Vicki 
Welty said. 

“We will downsize the nu- 
mber of employees with the 
closing of schools and the 
early retirement incentive,” 
McCusker said.

But Bergeron continued, 
“When things sound too good 
to be true (as in high profits) 
they usually are, as in Orange 
County. 

Napiorkowski interrupted 
again and said, “We are not 
working as in Orange County.” 

City auditor Chester Kuras 
also urged the council, “If you 
are going to need money in 
March, we need to prepare for 
it now.” 

City Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry asked the auditor 
to keep the council abreast of 
any financial changes as they 
affect the city. 

Napiorkowski said “after 
seven years as city treasurer, 
I’m familiar with financial 

cycles.” 

Raspberry said, “Yes, but 
this was not a typical year.” 


Explosion 

Westland fire officials are still in-

A minor skirmish broke out 
between City Councilman 
Noah “Pete” Bergeron and 
City Treasurer James 
Napiorkowski at the treasury 
department’s Jan. 9 study 
session. 

Bergeron, who is a financial 
specialist in his private life, 
urged Napiorkowski to “real- 
ize you made a mistake in tying 
up city funds for about 20 years 
and vow not to do it again. Oth- 
erwise we could end up like 
Orange County, California, 
which recently filed for 
bankruptcy!” 

Napiorkowski became in- 
censed by the comparison and 
told Bergeron he saw no sim- 
ilarities between the two 
cases. 

“Ours is not as extreme as 
Orange County’s, but we 
should learn from it,” Be- 
rgeron replied. 

The study session was 
called after it was revealed 
that the city lost about $52,000 
in revenue by selling back 
$200,000 in “strip bonds” prior 
to their maturation date last 
year. Napiorkowski said the 
reason for the cash needs were 
that the city tax bills were sent 
out last year because of the 
passage of Proposal A last 
March. 

And on Jan. 9 the city had 
another possible $1 million in 
bonds that could be sold short 
if the city had a pending need 
for cash, Bergeron warned. 

But Bergeron admitted

Tuesday that the bond market 
has improved in recent days 
and the possible city shortfall 
is now down to $700,000. 

Bergeron also asked broker 
Tim Moran of Edward D. Jones 
Co. used by Napiorkowski to 
explain a “strip bond” in lay- 
man’s terms. The broker said 
the “strip bond” issue was ex- 
tremely complex and he wrould 
be glad to bring Bergeron a 
printed explanation and dis- 
cuss it in depth at a future 
date. 

“I can tell you that the 
bonds are 100 percent guaran- 
teed by the federal govern- 
ment,” he said. "The old values 
will return in time. To sell 
them now is a lose-lose situa- 
tion. To keep them is a win-win 
situation,” the broker 
concluded.

Group fights recall effort 


Well zoning 
case delayed

The planned continuation 
of the zoning hearing on the 
deep injection well issue has 
been postponed until some- 
time in February, following 
the announcement that Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems 
has hired a new attorney. 

The final two days of hear- 
ings had been planned for Jan. 
25 and 26 in the newly re- 
modeled Romulus City coun- 
cil Chambers. 

But Douglas Wicklund, pres- 
ident of EDS. revealed last 
week that the firm had hired 
attorney Larry Ternan of Beier 
Howlett in Bloomfield Hills to 
represent the well company’s 
case before the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

The hearings began before 
a packed house in the hallway 
of the 34th District Court 
House in October during 
which time EDS presented a 
number of its past and present 
officials including Wicklund. 
They were represented by 
Norm Hyland of Detroit up to 
this point in their battle with 
the city. 

The last hearing date pro 
vided a forum for members of 


the anti-well protest group, to 
ask questions of EDS. Answers 
to the questions have yet to be 
supplied publicly. 

City Building and Safety De- 
partment Director David Paul 
said the actual date of the 
hearings will be set at the ZBA 
night meeting on Feb. 1. He 
said the reason listed for the 
delay was to give Ternan some 
time to study the issues in the 
case. 

When asked if EDS planned 
any surprises at their part of 
the hearing in February, Wick- 
lund smiled and said “for the 
record, no!” 

EDS is seeking an okay from 
the ZBA to open a non-haz- 
ardous injection well on the 
Wharman Road property. The 
city building department 
claims that the site is not the 
correct zone for the well and 
that it needs to be moved to an 
industrial trucking zone area. 

Since the well has already 
been dug. EDS said it will fight 
to keep its original site and if it 
fails will go back to court or 
file a lawsuit of its own against 
the city. 

Protesters are fighting the 
issuance of a use permit that 
would allow EDS to accept liq- 
uid waste from other states 

and Canada.

While one group of Wayne- 
Westland school district resi- 
dents is working on recall peti- 
tions to have four school board 
members ousted, another 
group of citizens are working 
to fight the recall effort be- 
cause they claim it is 
“political.” 

Westland resident Liz Pot- 
ter, group spokeswoman for 
the Wayne-Westland Citizens 
Information Committee, said 
the committee has reviewed 
the performance records of 
Board President Mathew Mc- 
Cusker, Treasurer Patricia 
Brown, and trustees Francis 
Winter and Debra Fowlkes 
and have decided the recall ef- 
fort would be in the “worst in- 
terest” of the community. 

“A recall should only be 
used in the case of malfea- 
sance or misfeasance,” Potter 
said. “The individuals organiz- 
ing this recall have stated they 
are doing so because of the 
board’s action to eliminate 
secondary transportation. Any 
resident of the Wayne-West- 
land Community who dis- 
agrees with the actions taken 
by an elected official has the 
opportunity to more appro- 
priately express their discon- 
tent at the ballot box,” Potter 
added. 

Meanwhile, Westland resi- 
dent Daniel Williams, spokes- 
person for Parents for 
Students, the group seeking 
the recall, said petitions were 
filed against the board mem- 
bers Tuesday and a petitions 
approval hearing has been set 
for . Two previous recall peti- 
tion requests failed for lack of 
clarity. 

Williams said he waited un- 
til the beginning of January 
1995 so that he could include 
Fowlkes, who was appointed 
to the board in January 1994. 


According to law, Fowlkes can 
not be recalled during her first 
year in office. 

Potter, who retired from the 
district three years ago as a 
former music and English 
teacher, said that although the 
committee is"not happy with 
the elimination of secondary 
transportation, they do not feel 
that transportation is the real 
issue for the recall. 

“We are concerned that 
there are other underlying 
reasons for this recall. This is 
evident with the fact that two 
of the board members cited, 
Patricia Brown and Francis 
Winter, did not vote to elimi- 
nate secondary transportation. 
In fact, Patricia Brown was the 
only ‘no’ vote against the mea- 
sure and Francis Winter was 
absent that evening,” Potter 
said. 

“We also question the recall 
group’s most recent decision to 
eliminate a board member 
from the proposed recall who 
did in fact vote to eliminate 
transportation. This board 
member is Richard LeBlanc,’ 
she added. “This led us to the 
conclusion that this recall is 
simply political and that the 
individuals who are fronting 
this effort are merely pawns 
being manipulated by either 
past board members who 
failed to be re-elected, or their 
discontented political allies 
who are trying to discredit 
these individuals,” Potter said. 

Potter added that she feels 
it’s strange that Williams, who 
nas been in the community for 
only 9 months, would head up 
the recall campaign. 

Williams said the commit- 
tee’s accusations about politi- 
cal motives are “totally false.” 

“There is no one in our 
group which numbers in the 
fifties that has ever ran for or 
held public office," Parents for 
Students representative Linda 
Cavaletto said. “This is about 


busing.” 

He said LeBlanc was omit- 
ted from the effort because his 
past voting record differed sig- 
nificantly from the other four 
members and that LeBlanc 
only voted in favor of the bus- 
ing cuts because he believed 
that was what the citizens 
wanted. 

“We had a meeting with him 
... and we looked at his voting 
record,” Williams said earlier. 
“He has a good track record. 
We don’t think he’s caused a 
lot of trouble.” 

LeBlanc, who was unavail- 
able for comment at press 
time, said earlier that he in- 
tends to try to seek the restora- 
tion of secondary busing when 
the 1995-96 budgeting process 
begins in February. 

Potter said the recall elec- 
tion could cost taxpayers ap- 
proximately $12,000 and urged 
the recall supporters to cease 
their actions and “become in- 
volved in our community in a 
way that demonstrates positive 
outcomes.” 

“I’m very concerned about 
this recall,” Metro Wayne 
Democratic Club President 
Cliff Johnson said. “I got in- 
volved with this before and I 
never will be involved again. It 
hurts the kids and it destroys 
the credibility of the school 
district,” said Johnson, who 
has 6 grandchildren in the 
district. 

According to Potter, the 
group developed because 
board members are paying 
money out of their pockets to 
fight the recall effort with 
some $1,500 each in legal fees. 
Potter said her group plans to 
conduct fund raisers to assist 
the four board members with 
legal fees. 

The group also plans to be 
present at the Wayne County 
Elections Committee recall pe- 
titions hearing 


Raspberry’s letter protested

Veteran Councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry ran into some 
flak on Jan. 9 in reaction to his 
five-page letter to Romulus cit- 
izens in regard to the environ- 
mental injection well issue. 

Raspberry’s signed letter 
was reported in local news 
papers prior to the council 
meeting that night and was 
mailed to 6.000 city households 
later that week. 

First Mayor Beverly 
McAnally termed the letter "a 
piece of fiction - ' and "vintage 
Wicklund" alluding to the pos- 
sibility that it was produced by 
Douglas Wicklund president 
of the Environmental Disposal 
Svstems 


Both Wicklund and Raspbe- 
rry deny that charge. 

Raspberry also was verbally 
hit by R.P. Lilly of the Romulus 
Environmentalists Care About 
People (RECAP). 

"RECAP members have sus- 
pected all along that Raspbe- 
rry was in favor of the EDS 
deep well. As a result of his 
recent published letter, he has 
confirmed our suspicions. He 
has finally publicly stated that 
he is in favor of this deep well 
project.” said Lilly. 

• However, the records show 
he voted for the injunction 
against EDS and for money al- 
locations for this lawsuit. 
Lilly said. 

Lilly added. “You see Rasp- 
berry. not McAnally voted for 
the lawsuits. Thus, how can he 


refer to them as McAnally’ 
lawsuits.” 

At the meeting, Dan Buz- 
zard asked Raspberry, “Are 
you in favor of the well? 

Raspberry answered, “I’rn 
in favor of negotiations.” 

Buzzard, who said he voted 
for Raspberry many times in 
the past declared, “I’m very 
disappointed in you. You let 
me down.” 

Raspberry countered, “The 
well is here!” 

“All they have in the ground 
right now is a straw. It can be 
filled with cement,” Buzzard 

said. 

Raspberry stood by the 
statements made in the letter 
and urged residents to come to 
his home and view the official 
documents from which they 
were taken. 
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The case of the fired se- 
nior citizens director has 
left a trail of frustrated cen- 
ter members and volun- 
teers in Van Buren 
Township. One has to 
wonder if the mess couldn’t 
have been avoided on the 
part of Van Buren officials 
who gave Jennifer Delano 
her walking papers. 

Here’s the scoop for 
those who haven’t followed 
the story. Michael Long, di- 
rector of community ser- 
vices in Van Buren and his 
bosses fired Delano be- 
cause not enough seniors 
were using the center and 
she and Long couldn’t 
agree on proposed changes. 

However, a group of se- 
niors and center volun- 
teers, numbering 20 to 30 
have hired an attorney and 
are expected to challenge 
the firing in court. They 
also planned to pack the 
normally placid Township 
Board meeting this week 
with 100 people to argue for 
the restoration of Delano as 
director. 

Delano, to her credit, has 
tried to remain above the 
fray. She says she will at- 
tend the meeting, but only 
to say good-bye. She refuses 
to seek legal recourse. “I’m 
a strong person with a nurs- 
ing degree who can get a 
job quickly,” she told 
MCN’s Ivan Helfman. 

It appears township offi- 
cials underestimated the 
backlash the Jan. 6 firing 
would have. It appears, Ms. 
Delano was very popular 
amongst her volunteers and 
the seniors they serve. 



It appears that possibly 
township officials acted too 
hastily in their dismissal of 
Delano. Next step should 
be to allow seniors and vol- 
unteers to have their say at 
the meeting and to deter- 
mine whether bringing De- 
lano back makes any sense 
or not. Hopefully, the entire 
township board will have 
an opportunity to review 
the situation and make rec- 
ommendations. Collective 
minds are always better 
than one or two. If collec- 
tively it still makes sense to 
hire a new director, then so 
be it. However, if it is deter- 
mined that Delano was a 
decent director and had 
only a personality conflict 
with her superior, maybe 
the firing ought to be re- 
evaluated. 

Whatever is decided, it is 
important to defuse the an- 
ger that is now raging. 
Township officials need to 
let seniors know that they 
will have an important say 
in the direction the senior 
center takes this day for- 
ward. If a new director is to 
be hired, then a committee 
of seniors ought to be con- 
sulted. Van Buren Towns- 
hip is a great place to live 
and work. Let’s not tarnish 
the image by allowing this 
controversy to fester.

A time line for the Wayne- 
Westland superintendent 
search has been set with a 
group of finalists, one of whom 
is expected to be chosen by 
March 27. 

Board members agreed to 
set the deadline for applica- 
tions for mailings postmarked 
by Feb. 25 and walk-ins deliv- 
ered by Feb. 27. The board 
plans to screen the applica- 
tions March 6 and has sched- 
uled candidate interviews for 
March 22, 23, and 24. 

Board Secretary Vicki Welty 
expressed her concern about 
conducting the search when 
there was no public outcry or 
sense of urgency for looking 
for a new superintendent, es- 
pecially in the midst of the re- 
districting/middle school 
process which is scheduled to 
be completed before the fall of 
1995.

Clear decision-making

Citizens’ criteria were also 
collected in a special meeting 
and their concerns matched 
those of the board in many 
areas. Communication and ac- 
cessibility were of primary 
concern. 

"It’s all under one heading - 
communication. If you are not 
a good communicator then 
there are a lot of misconcep- 
tions,” Westland resident 
Bhagwan Dashairya said. 

"We need someone that is 
unbiased -- that comes off be- 
ing open and fair,” Westland 
resident Bob Grenier said. “I 
would like to have someone 
who will at least give you the 
feeling your suggestions will 
be taken.” 

“I would like to see some- 
one who has the ability to take 
a very complicated system and 
simplify it. People don’t want 
to come to (school board) meet- 
ings because they’re too com- 
plicated,” Westland resident 
Mary Wieske added. 

“We need someone skilled 


in the art of persuasion," West- 
land minister Neil Cowling 
said. ‘‘Since the nine years I’ve 
been here I haven't seen this 
community persuaded by 
anything." 

A strong financial back- 
ground was also a major con 
cern. while others sought 
knowledge of the candidates 
past performance. Westland 
resident Ed Turner recom- 
mended calling each candi- 
dates references and asking 
for their weak points as well as 
the good. 

Wayne resident Vai Wolf 
suggested a public question- 
naire to solicit superintendent 
qualifications be mailed out to 
district residents to those less 
likely to speak publicly. 

Knowing the financial state 
of the district, currently $1.2 
million in deficit, some resi- 
dents suggested the new super 
intendent bite the bullet. 

Grenier said the new super 
intendent should be willing to 
make less money until he or 
she proves themselves an asset 
to the district. Dashairya 
agreed, “Compensation should 
be based on performance.

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Wayne Resident captures Mr.

No matter how difficult life 
may seem, it can change over 
night for the better-just ask 
Loyd D’Angelo. 

The 23-year-old Wayne resi- 
dent recently took home the ti- 
tle of Mr. USA Michigan in a 
competition which didn’t re- 
quire body building or talent. 
The contenders competed in 
tuxedo, physique, and most im- 
portantly, a personal 
interview. 

For achieving this first- 
place win, D’Angelo won the 
following: U.000, full tuition 
scholarship from Specs How- 
ard School of Broadcast Arts 
and John Casablancas, a de- 
signer suit, an After Six Tux- 
edo, limousine service, set of 
tires, membership to Fitness 
USA. on-camera consultation, 
tanning package and a year of 
free hair care from Blue Salon. 


But D’Angelo’s latest acconi 
plishment is only a minor re 
flection of the true reward he 
has received from overcoming 
personal obstacles. D’Angelo 
has a new outlook on life, and 
he is hoping to keep it. 

At the age of nine, D’Angelo 
lost both of his parents. He got 
involved with the wrong crowd 
and entered a world of drugs. 
But no matter how bad each 
day looked for D’Angelo when 
he got up in the morning, he 
knew he wanted more out of 
life. 

“I lost my mom when I was 
four years old and my dad 
when I was nine,” D’Angelo 
said. “I’ve been on my own a 
long time. I understand a lot of 
these young kids today be- 
cause I had a drug problem 
when I was their age. I use to 
hang out with kids in gangs. I 
could get any type of drug I 
wanted. 

“More than ever I want to 


work these kids because I was 
one of them, and now I want to 
show them they need to have 
faith, hope and confidence. 
They can be anyone they want 
and do anything they want be- 
cause look what I did.” 

D’Angelo said he has been 
clean from drugs for more than 
a year. He said with the help 
from his mother’s brother, who 
he novv considers his father, he 
was able to get back on track 
with his life. 

“When 1 got out of the hospi 
tal 1 1/2 years ago, I borrowed 
money from my dad to stay in a 
hotel because all I had was the 
clothes on my back,” D’Angelo 
said. “Everything I now own. I 
worked for without drugs.” 

D’Angelo lives in an apart- 
ment in Wayne. He has two 
children-Ashlee Nicole and 
Toni Marie. He said it was 
through a friend that he heard 
about the Mr. USA contest and 
decided to enter. 


“He told me that he called 
the Mr. USA officials and told 
them he had the new winner 
meaning me,” D'Angelo said. 
“They called me and asked me 
to interview. At the finals there 
were about 45 other people 
competing against me. We had 
to tell our goals and life story. 
We also took part in a physique 
contest, and I wore boxers 
from Calvin Klein. They’re my 
favorite.” 

The Wayne resident has 
modeled for the Mr. J. Board at 
Jacobson’s and for various tux- 
edo establishments. 

He is a Bishop Borgess 
Catholic High School graduate 
and hopes to finish his college 
degree in child psychology and 
to some day open a youth 
center. 

His ultimate dream, how- 
ever, is to become famous on 
the big movie screen. 

“My long-term goal is film,” 
D'Angelo said. “I’ve done quite

"Big enough to deal, 
small enough to care." 
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Driver remains on the fast track with career

Scott Kallita made drag rac- 
ing history in 1994 when he be- 
came the first driver to win 
four consecutive Top Fuel 
dragster national champion- 
ship events in a row. 

The milestone seems even 
more impressive when you re- 
alize that Kalitta is not a full- 
time driver. As owner and op- 
erator of Transcontinental Air- 
lines, he is a hard working 
businessman whose wheelings 
and dealings have expanded 
the cargo company at racing 
speed. 

Kallita started Transconti- 
nental last August, in the mid- 
dle of the 24- week drag racing 
season, with one DC 8. In four 
months, the fleet has ex- 
panded to three planes, with 
more purchases imminent. 

The business has two facets: 
four days a week it picks up 
cargo for American Interna- 
tional Freight, a company that 
belongs to his dad, Connie Ka- 
llita; and three days a week he 
charters his DC 8’s to carry cus- 
tom shipments, which have in- 
cluded horses, ostriches, and 
automotive equipment. The 
operation employs about 50 
people, 10 from the Belleville 
area. 

Expansion of the business 
has also necessitated new, ex- 
panded digs. This month he 
moved into a 5,000 square-foot 
office inside a Willow Run 
hangar. Set up in spacious of- 
fice with a wide hardwood 
desk, he surrounds himself 
with family pictures - several 
of his wife Kathy and 19- 
month-old son Corey, and a 
Houghton Lake hunting camp 


picture of Scott with his dad. 
Uncle Doug Kallita. Sr., and 
cousin Doug Jr. 

At 32, the former Belleville 
High School graduate is at the 
peak of his 12-year racing ca- 
reer. He races 5,000 horse- 
power Top Fuel dragsters, the 
fastest accelerating cars in the 
world. So far, his best year was 
1993, when he Finished second 
in the Winston standings, and 
set a record top speed of 308.64 
miles per hour for a quarter 
mile sprint. 

“Top Fuel dragsters have 
one hard seat without pad- 
ding," he said. “Inside, it’s like 
being on a bridge made of 
tubing with a giant engine be- 
hind you. It’s made to do its 
job." 

A top fuel dragster takes off 
with a force nearly Five times 
that of gravity, a force equal to 
that on the Space Shuttle at lift 
off. 

“Sometimes everything is a 
blur; sometimes you get so cau- 
ght up in the race that ad- 
renaline and the competition 
take over and you see every- 
thing is in slow motion,” he 
said. “A lot of people race for 
the thrills. I race for the 
competition.” 

His favorite opponent is his 
dad, who he has raced six 
times, winning two. 

Good eyesight and reflexes 
are necessary for professional 
drivers, he said. Eyesight en- 
ables the driver to see the star- 
ting signal; reflexes enhance 
control. 

Surprisingly, Kallita said 
that he doesn’t consider the 
sport dangerous. “It’s less dan- 
gerous than driving a NA- 
SCAR of INDY car because, in 


Prisoner’s parole 
decision reversed 


Wayne County prosecutor 
John O’Hair reported that the 
June 1993 decision of the State 
Parole Board to parole Odell 
Sinclair has been reversed by 
the Wayne County Circuit 
Court. 

Sinclair was convicted in 
January 1993 as a habitual fel- 
ony offender for larceny in a 
building and sentenced to one 
to years in prison. This consti- 
tuted his tenth conviction dur- 
ing an 18-year period for 
crimes carrying maximum sen- 
tences of more than 34 years. 

The 1993 offense was com- 
mitted while he was on parole 
from a prior conviction for lar- 
ceny from a motor vehicle. De- 
spite his many convictions and 
the 34 years in maximum sen- 
tences, Sinclair had actually 
served only about five years in 
prison at the time of the 
board’s decision. 

After a prison stay this time 
of five months, the parole 
board made a decision that 


would have paroled Sinclair 
again and commuted his un- 
served maximum sentence af- 
ter 18 months. 

O’Hair appealed to the Cir- 
cuit Court for a stay of enforce- 
ment and reversal of the 
parole decision. 

Circuit Judge Kaye Tertzag, 
in his opinion of reversal, 
noted that the authority of the 
Parole Board to release pris- 
oners on parole is limited in 
cases where “arrangements 
have been made” for the pris- 
oner’s employment,” which is 
especially important for a pris- 
oner who has been a career 
thief. 

O’Hair praised the decision, 
saying, “The criminal justice 
system cannot continue to ex- 
pect taxpayers to pay ten times 
for the prosecution of the same 
offender. It cannot continue to 
administer maximum sen- 
tences of clearly unrehabili- 
tated offenders in ways that 
waste the state’s authority.

Old quilt pattern 
gets new life

The secrets uncovered from 
an old quilt became the guide 
to preserving the design for 
the family of Candelaria Pru- 
dencia Torres Gutierrez, 91, 
who currently resides in 
Belleville. 

The Belleville woman, who 
was born in Texas, is known as 
Grandma Cande to her family, 
according to her daughter, Ve- 
lia Lauennan of Wayne. 

Lauerman noted that the 
fabric pattern of the old family 
quilt had been hidden among 
other unfinished projects. 

“The dull, pea green print 
was shining through off-white 
muslin, which added bril- 
liance to the star-like, octagon 
shape. Each time the piece 
surfaced, while we were look- 
ing for other patterns for spe- 
cial quilts, the story was 
similar,” Lauerman said. 

As the old quilt pattern 
emerged. Grandma Cande pro- 
vided many hints and ideas to 
quilters helping her to orga- 
nize the collection of old 
notions. 

The seams of the quilt were 
less than the standard quarter- 
inch, which is used on quilts 
today. It is not known if the 
seams were made smaller or 
trimmed away when the quilt 
was made. 

“First of all, the paper tem- 
plates or guides for cutting the 
small pieces had to be accu- 
rate. Fabric was not plentiful 
for many reasons. Seventy-five 
years ago, the homemaker re- 
cycled not only fabric, but no- 
tions,” she said. 

This design was one of many 
used by women who, out of ne- 
cessity, made quilts to add to 
the comfort of their families. 

Quilting was not considered 
a “special craft,” but some 
quilters were more creative 
and inventive. 

A 12-inch square was named 
LaManuelita, because 
Grandma Candes’ mother, 
Manuela Ortiz Torres, who was 
bom about 1870, had given it to 
her. 

The family learned that 
Manuela Torres had picked 
cotton and knew the value of 
teaching her children to use 
the left-over fibers that could 
not be sold. After the fibers 
were gathered and flattened to 
a layer, it could be used in bet- 
ween a sheet and possibly feed 
sacks sewn together for a back- 
ing to form a bed cover or a 


w

mattress. Three layers of cot- 
ton sewn together could add 
lots of warmth for chilly Texas 
nights, the family was told. 

“The quilts were used for 
bedding and decoration as 
well. Sewing helped to fill time 
and gave women recognition 
for their labors,” Lauerman 
said. “The tiny stitches on 
many items, not only bed cov- 
ers, were thought to be worthy 
of a real woman.” 

Grandma Cande told her 
family that once developed 
her abilities at sewing, she was 
admired as a “mujer,” or real 
woman. 

Lauerman said the stitches 
on the quilt are certainly those 
of a “real woman.” - made with 
a tiny, inch-long needle, which 
was well guarded and scarce. 

Skilled seamstresses also 
made infants clothing and del- 
icate dresses, many of which 
had rounded hems and trims 
made by hand, Lauerman said. 
Even though the pay was small 
for the handmade garments, 
the designing and sewing in- 
creased the skills of the 
women. 

New designs were few and 
are between, but the star-like 
beauty sewn by Mauela Torres 
remained through the dr 
cades, Lauerman said. 

Not until lately when 
Grandma Cande has felt the 
pressure of time as she made 
memorials of her sewing for 
her descendants was her 
mother’s quilt pattern named 
LaManuelita in her honor. 

At age 91, she had designed 
and stitched many unique 
quilts for her family and 
friends. Eight Lone-Star de- 
signs, which feature symbols of 
Texas - blue bonnets, the Al- 
amo, flags of Spain, Mexico, 
Texas and France and a mock- 
ing bird. 

In December, LaManuelita - 
a green and pink, 30-blocked 
quilt - was completed and pre- 
sented to her first daughter-in- 
law.

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Green thumb 

Horticulturist helps others to help themselves through education

What you see, you may doubt. 
What you hear, you may not be- 
lieve, but what you do for your- 
self will stay with you forever. 

The philosophy of helping 
others by teaching them how to 
do things for themselves has 
^motivated the life and career 
;of Sumpter Township resident 
ponald Juchartz. 

; “I’ve tried to provide infor 
mation and technology to help 
people to live better,” Juchartz 
gaid, referring to his four de- 
cades as a horticulturist. “For- 
ipnately. I’ve always been in a 
situation where I’ve had to 
Jearn. and I’ve been able to 
pass that knowledge on.” 

During his career, he has 
been a practicing, teaching 
and consulting horticulturist, 
along with hosting a long- 
running radio program on the 
subject. 

His long career started as a 
young ex-serviceman at Michi- 
gan State University when his 
professors advised him to en- 
ter the horticultural field and 
to focus on working with peo- 
ple. At first, he had planned to 
take a two-year course with 
farming as a goal. 

'“Don’t waste your time on a 
two-year program. Go for four 
years, and get a broad back- 
ground,” was the professor’s 
advice, which Juchartz fol- 
lowed. 

At the same time, he be- 
came interested in broadcast- 
ing, and performed his first 
radio broadcast as a college 
senior. 

>“Forty years later. I’ve done 
over 16,000 shows. I have the 
longest running horticultural 
show in the U.S.,” said 
Juchartz. “I’ve also done some 
150 television shows, starting 
with a Channel 4 Saturday 
morning program called Coun- 
try Living." 

Through the years, Juchartz 
has noted that the interest of 
the public seems to have 
turned from questions on how 
to grow plants to how to grow 
perfect ones. 


“There's a changing percep 
tion. People don't seem to be 
satisfied with less than perfec- 
tion. They don't want weeds or 
bugs in their gardens. They 
want a perfect lawn, not just a 
green one.” he said. 

During his 35 years with the 
Michigan State University Ex- 
tension Service and county ex- 
tension programs Juchartz 
became a well-known expert 
on all facets of his field from 
agriculture to back-yard gar- 
dening. 

“In the next 25 years, I ex- 
pect to see a new concept in 
greenhouse growing. Food will 
be warehouse-grown with the 
light, temperature and nutri- 
ents regulated in a ‘plant fac- 
tory.’ Each floor of the 
warehouse will be regulated 
for the growing of specific 
foods,” Juchartz predicted. “It 
will be a boom for urban areas. 
Old warehouses could be 
retro-fitted for the new use, 
and the produce would be 
close to the markets - saving 
transportation costs.” 

Because of his wide knowl- 
edge and experience, Juchartz 
has been dubbed the “elder 
statesman of horticulture.” 

“Today, most students in col- 
leges are specializing in one 
area of horticulture, so there 
aren’t many of us with a broad 
range of experience in all 
areas of the field,” Juchartz 
noted. 

After his retirement, 
Juchartz utilized his years of 
experience as a consultant. 

"""“My phone never stopped 
ringing. I had clients in 35 
states, four European coun- 
tries, two South American 
countries and four Canadian 
provinces. It was so successful, 
that I was soon back to work 
again,” Juchartz said. “Now, 
I’ve retired from consulting. 
I’ve retired, but I’ll never quit. 
I’ll never stop helping people” 

His volunteer work con- 
tinues as an elder and for the 
1,400-member St. John’s Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church in 
Waltz, and his duties with the 
Belleville Rotary Club.

“I’ve been a Rotarian for 
31-1/2 years and a district offi- 
cial for many years, and I’ll 
continue my Rotary work,” 
Juchartz said. 

Juchartz takes special pride 
in the anti-polio program 


which the Rotarians have 
adopted with the goal of rid- 
ding the world of the disease. 

“Some 620 million children 
have been inoculated. The 
program was put in place by 
all volunteers, funded by dona- 
tions from Rotarians. It’s an ef- 
fort that could not have been 
put together by individual gov- 
ernments,” Juchartz said. 
“Imagine in one day, 120 mil- 
lion children in China were in- 
oculated during a national 
immunization day. 

“Because of immunization 
programs here, we don’t con- 
sider polio a threat. In fact, 
most people have never en- 
countered a person with the 
disease. This is not so in India 
where it touches all families. I 
have talked to Indian people 
who tell me that polio still 
cripples many children in 
their country,” Juchartz said. 

The world wide effort to 
eradicate polio has not re- 


ceived a great deal of public- 
ity, Juchartz noted, because 
Rotarians “do not like to blow 
their ow'n horn.” He said their 
attitude is that, “those who 
need to know, will know.” 

During his second retire- 
ment, Juchartz plans to study 
watercolor painting and enjoy 
life with his long-time help- 


mate, Doris. 

The Juchartz family took up 
residence in the Wyandotte 
area 123 years ago, and his 
family name, he recently 
learned, is an old German 
word for shepherd - an appro- 
priate name for one who has 
spent a lifetime teaching and 
devoting his life to others.

Motorist unhurt 
after car shooting 

A 19-year-old Romulus motorist 
escaped death when a passing 
driver pumped four shots into the 
side of his car at Fourth Street and 
Van Bom Road, Romulus police re- 
ported Friday.

Probation issued 
in shotgun assault 

A Wayne man charged with felo- 
nious assault for allegedly pointing 
a gun at his neighbor received two 
years probation Jan. 11 before De- 
troit Wayne County Recorder’s 
Court Judge Harvey Tennen. 

Allen John Serrin, 50, plead 
guilty to the felonious assault 
charge. The incident resulted al- 
legedly because Serrin was upset 
about a neighbor’s grandchild who 
was playing ball 5:45 p.m.

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Killed for peanuts 

Gunmen spray car with bullets, 1 arrested

Did peanuts cost a 21-year-old Dearborn 
Heights man his life? 

Inkster police believe so. They have a 15-year- 
old local youth in custody who they believe shot 
and killed Alan Keith Mertz last November after 
the victim attempted to return peanuts sold to 
him as crack cocaine to get his money back. 

Mertz’s bullet-riddled body was discovered in 
his car after the victim lost control in the 26000 
block of Stanford Street and rammed the vehicle 
into a tree. 

Police believe Mertz was shot and killed on 
Stanford Street, between John Daly and Beech 
Daly. Would-be drug-dealers turned killers be- 
cause they feared that Mertz “was trouble”, po- 
lice theorize. 

Gunmen sprayed the victim’s car, killing the 
occupant

Inkster police got a break in their homicide 
investigation after Inkster narcotics officers ar- 
rested the suspect on a drug-related incident. 

“Our narcotics unit, acting on information they 
had received, supplied us with a key witness that 
helped us break this homicide case,” said Inkster 
Detective Gary Lorenzen. “The suspect is a 15- 
year-old who has been ordered to undergo a psy- 
chiatric examination." 

The defendant appeared in 22nd District Court 


to answer to murder charges and, upon the re- 
quest of his attorney, Judge Sylvia James agreed 
to postpone the examination until a competency 
test was conducted. 

Usually it takes between 30 to 90 days for a 
psychiatric evaluation, police said. 

Inkster police speculate that the victim came 
to Inkster on Nov. 2 to buy drugs. Instead he got 
“ganked”, a term used by the dealers and drug 
users when a consumer is sold fraudulent drugs. 

In Mertz’s case, police believe Mertz was given 
“peanuts” instead of rock cocaine. Police theor- 
ize that Mertz drove off and then popped what he 
thought was rock cocaine and realized that it was 
a peanut, and that he had been “ganked”. 

He then returned to the area to find those who 
tricked him. However, the would-be drug dealers 
spotted the car and went after the drive, police 
believe, and shot up the car, striking the victim

Wayne-Westland parents allege 
Head Start staff abused children

A group of four parents surprised Ron Barratt, Wayne- 
Westland Community Schools special education super- 
visor, and alleged that teachers have been hitting pre- 
school children enrolled in the Head Start program a.' one 
of five program sites in the district. 

Though unexpectedly approached while on his way to a 
Thursday afternoon meeting at Hicks Elementary School in 
Inkster, Barratt listened to the women complain that their 
children come home from Head Start with “unexplained 
bruises and welts” and emotional problems. 

“Children are afraid to go to school. They’re afraid for 
their lives,” said the group spokeswoman. “My son says that 
teachers are hitting him and that children are fighting with 
each other. Where’s the supervision?” 

Another woman complained that her son has been so 
abused that he comes home from Head Start “unable to go 
to the bathroom,” and has started to talk in his sleep. 

In contrast, a fifth mother, Michelle Coiner, said that her 
daughter, a Head Start pre-schooler in the same class, “has 


not seen anybody spanked, grabbed or punished.” 

Mary Ann Ellis, temporary Head Start site director, said 
corporal punishment is contrary to the program’s policy. 

The four parents also complained that Head Start has 
been reporting bruised or marked children to Protective 
Services, a branch of Michigan Department of Social Ser- 
vices that investigates child abuse. 

“This is a major concern,” said the spokeswoman. 

Ellis said that two children were recently reported to 
Protective Services in accordance with regulations that ob- 
ligate Head Start to report children with signs of abuse. 

The encounter ended with Barratt and Ellis scheduling 
a private meeting with the mothers to be held on the follow- 
ing day. 

“We will work on a plan of action,” said Ellis. 

However, the spokeswoman said that the teachers must 
be suspended for two weeks, otherwise she and the others 
would remove their children from the program. 

The federally funded Head Start provides pre-school, 
food and family services for low-income families. Head 
Start serves 291 children at Wayne-Westland schools. 


Council approves waste-to-energy plan

After a vote denying the measure two weeks prior. West- 
land City Council voted 4-3 to approve an agreement to 
burn its trash and convert it into energy with an agreement 
with the cities of Wayne, Inkster, Dearborn Heights and 
Garden City. 

The vote in Westland was the deciding factor in the 
waste-to-energy agreement between the five cities through 
the Central Wayne County Sanitation Authority (CWCSA) 
which operates the Dearborn Heights incinerator. 

When the measure was first presented to the council 
Jan. 3, it was turned down by a 4-3 with council members 


Glenn Anderson, Sharon Scott, Charles Pickering and 
Sandra Cicirelli voting against the plan which commits the 
five communities to a 35 to 40 year contract participating in 
ihe waste-to-energy method of trash incineration. Scott re- 
considered the issue, however, and brought it back to the 
council casting the deciding vote in favor. 

“I think cooler heads have prevailed. I see some of the 
concerns by the dissenters more a result of not being in- 
formed than anything else,” said Erik Schaeffer, executive 
director of CWCSA. 

Council members in favor of the plan said waste-to-en- 
ergy would benefit the recycling effort. 

“This plan will absolutely enhance and give incentive to 
a recycling program." Griffin said.

Pizza 
employee 
survives 
bullet to 
the face

How can anyone who is 
robbed at gun point or shot in 
the face at point blank range 
be considered “lucky”? 

But Richard Gagnon may 
think he is. The 25-year-old 
Taylor man was robbed and 
shot in the face Tuesday night 
while delivering pizza in the 
city of Inkster. 

The victim lived through the 
ordeal. 

Gagnon' was rushed to Gar- 
den City Hospital and later air- 
lifted by helicopter to the 
University of Michigan Hospi- 
tal where he was treated for 
the gunshot wound and 
released. 

Doctors will not have to re- 
move the bullet. 

According to reports, the 
bullet was lodged in the vic- 
tim’s sinus cavity and en route 
to the hospital he coughed up 
the slug 

“He (Gagnon) should con- 
sider himself very lucky,” said 
Inkster Detective James 
Vergona. “There are not a lot 
of people who get shot in the 
face with a 38 (caliber bullet) 
and live to talk about it." 

Vergona said a 16-year-old 
Inkster resident is in custody. 
He surrendered to police, af- 
ter detectives informed close 
relations that he was wanted 
for questioning. The suspect 
was scheduled to be arraigned 
Friday in 22nd District Court. 

“We know his (the suspect’s) 
involvement in this case,” 
Vergona said. ‘‘There are 
others we would like to talk to. 
This investigation is ongoing. 

The suspect, whose name is 
being withheld because of his 
juvenile status, will be 
chaiged with attempted mur- 
der, armed robbery and the 
use of a firearm in the commis- 
sion of a felony stemming for 
the robbery-shooting case, 
Vergona added. 

When Gagnon pulled his ve- 
hicle out of the Hungry 
Howie’s pizza restaurant on 
Inkster Road late Tuesday eve- 
ning, someone else, like in 
guardian angel, may have 
hitched a ride with him. 

Gagnon’s destination was a 
house in the 26800 block of

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Man assaults 2, destroys property

A 28-year-old Westland man 
found himself facing three 
misdemeanor charges and two 
felony counts after allegedly 
going on a rampage which left 
two people injured and a du- 
plex and car destroyed, ac- 
cording to Westland police Sgt 
Scott Fetner. 

John Douglas Rowe has al- 
ready been convicted of two 
counts of malicious destruc- 
tion of property and spouse 
abuse for the attack on his ex- 
girlfriend and her residence, 
Fetner said. He was sentenced 
to 90 days in jail for the 
offenses. 

After waiving his right to 
preliminary examination in 


Westland 18th District Court, 
Rowe was bound over to De- 
troit Recorder’s Court on 
charges of felonious assault 
and malicious destruction of 
property over $100. 

The destruction began 
when Rowe, who was visiting 
an acquaintance at his West- 
land home, located on the 
32400 block of Lenawee Street, 
became upset with Rowe and 
made him leave the residence, 
Fetner said. 

The two men, who had 


known each other for approx- 
imately two weeks, were al- 
legedly drinking alcohol 
around 3:30 a.m. Jan. 11 when a 
Fight erupted between them. 

Once outside, the allegedly 
intoxicated defendant began 
tearing apart the man’s car, 
smashing the windows and rip- 
ping apart the interior, accord- 
ing to Fetner. 

The alleged victim ap- 
proached Rowe to stop the ac- 
tivity when the defendant 
allegedly picked up a broken 


glass bottle and struck him in 
the forehead. The victim was 
transported to Annapolis Hos- 
pital where h e was treated and 
released with 16 stitches, Fet- 
ner said. 

Rowe then apparently went 
to his ex-girlfriend’s home, lo- 
cated on the 32600 block of 
Menominee Street, where he 
broke out windows and dam- 
aged the door of the duplex 
she was renting. 

Once inside, Rowe pushed 
the woman around and began 
breaking furniture and other 
items in the home, Fetner said. 

Rowe, who is being held on 
a $100, 000/10-percent bond, 
faces a maximum sentence of 
four years in prison for the as- 
sault and up to two years for 
the property destruction.

while serving time in prison on 
felony convictions when the 
stabbing occurred. Fanning 
has been convicted of second- 
degree murder and William- 
son has been convicted of 
armed robbery, according to 
Westland 18th District Court 
Administrator Dave Wiacek. 
The two reside at Woodward 
Male Corrections Center, ac- 
cording to police. 

The victim, 21-year-old 
Elton McKnight testified that 
the incident occured when the 
employees returned from a 
break around 10 a.m. Oct. 12, 
1994 and signed in upon thei 
return, according to testi- 
money taken during prelimi- 
nary examination in 18th 
District Court. An altercation 
arose between McKnight and 
Fanning. 


“I heard Elton rush Carlos 
to sign his name. Carlos and 
Johnny were talking and Elton 
was butting in and they told 
him to shut up,” worker Keyko 
Clark testified. 

“I saw Johnny and another 
guy come from the back of the 
plant and I saw him (Johnny) 
hand Carlos the chisel. Carlos 
pushed it a little up his sleeve 
and jumped over the line and 
stuck him (McKnight),” Clark 
testified, adding that the chisel 
fell to the ground and Fanning 
picked it up and tried to swing 
at the victim again. 

At that point McKnight went 
after Fanning and as the two 
were struggling on a conveyer 
belt, plant personnel at- 
tempted to break them apart. 

According to McKnight, 
Williamson jumped on his 
back and held him as Fanning 


ripped a gold chain from his 
neck. 

“I heard one of the two fel- 
lows say ‘I got it man,’” Clark 
said, referring to the missing 
chisel. “Carlos and Johnny 
went running to the bathroom 
to wash the blood off,” Clark 
added. 

Wayne County Prosecuting 
attorney Maria Petito sought 
the amended charges of as- 
sault with intent to commit 
murder against both defen- 
dants, however, Wayne County 
Prosecutor Charles Grant de- 
cided not to amend the charge. 

Petito said a one-inch hole 
in the complainant’s temple 
prompted her to seek the in- 
creased charges. 

“He was hit in the head with 
a chisel. That’s pretty deadly,” 
Petito said.

Councilman Charles Picker- 
ing said he refused to support 
the waste-to- energy plan be- 
cause “it makes us dependent 
upon the incinerator. It’s a 
profit-making business. If we 
reuse, recycle,” said CHECK 
representative Kathleen Pare, 
“...we’re making an incinerator 
of the sky.”

We have 14 
communities using the incin- 
erator over 33 years ... for 
waste-to-energy,” Pamela Orn- 
ter-Mukavetz, a nurse for Medi- 
cal Care Coordinators in 
Roseville said. “You create 
new substances when you 
burn trash. Our community 
had a 50-percent higher lung 
and bronchial cancer rate.” 

“It has a negative impact on 
Federal Elementary School 
which is nearly a stone’s throw 
away. Why have you chosen to 
turn a blind eye ... to the incin- 
erator,” a member of Concern 
for the Health and Environ- 
ment of our Community’s Kids 
(CHECK) said.

When President 
Roosevelt arrived, he refused 
to shoot the captive bear and 
wouldn’t let anyone else turn a 
gun on the animal. 

Like most presidential hap- 
penings. Roosevelt’s hunt was 
covered by newsmen. Two days 
later, cartoonist Clifford Ber- 
ryman of the Washington Post 
called national attention to the 
hunting incident, and. of 
course, to the sorrowful, cap- 
tive bear.

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2 plead guilty in ethnic intimidation

Two Trenton residents, ac- 
cused of hurling racial slurs 
and breaking through a glass 
drive-thru window at a West- 
land Taco Bell restaurant, 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
ethnic intimidation and mali- 
cious destruction of a building 
before Detroit Recorder’s 
Judge William Cahalan. 

Mark Allan-Victor Erickson 
and Ronald Leonard Pittaway 
were originally charged with 
malicious destruction of prop- 
erty over $100 and ethnic in- 
timidation before Wayne 
County Prosecutor Christine 
Kowal requested the charges 
include two additional counts 
each of assault with intent to 
commit great bodily harm less 
than murder. Pittaway was 
also charged with one count of 
malicious destruction of po- 
lice property. 

The 22-year-old defendants 
posted $3, 000/10-percent 
bonds. As a condition of those 
bonds, they cannot drink alco- 
hol and must attend Alco- 
holics Anonymous twice a 
week. 

Both men, who are sched- 
uled to be sentenced Feb. 9, 
face a maximum sentence of 
four years and/or a $2,000 fine 
for the property destruction 
and two years and/or a $5,000 
fine for ethnic intimidation. 


The alleged assault oc- 
curred at the Taco Bell, lo- 
cated at 201 S. Merriman, when 
the defendant’s were going 
through the drive-thru at 2:30 
a.m. Oct 29. 

Shift manager, James Fore- 
man, 21, testified during pre- 
liminary examination in 
Westland 18th District Court 
that he and two other em- 
ployees were working the 
drive-thru window when the 
defendant’s and two other in- 
dividuals drove up to the 
speaker to place their order. 

Carmane Ussery was in the 
process of taking their order, 
when a problem arose with a 
car at the drive-thru window 
and Ussery asked the men to 
“hold on.” 

Angered by the delay, ac- 
cording to testimony, both de- 
fendants began shouting racial 
epithets and obscenities into 
the speaker. 

Foreman testified that the 
men said, “Nigger you take my 
order now. Mother f— er take 
my order now and I mean 
now.” 

Both Ussery and Foreman 
refused the men service after 


the remarks and Foreman 
asked the individuals to leave 
the premises. 

“At first I asked them to 
leave. Then I ignored them,” 
Foreman said, adding that 
more racial slurs were made. 

Moments later, the defen- 
dants walked around a car par- 
ked at the drive- thru window 
and while shouting racial slurs 
and obscenities, Pittaway al- 
legedly “slammed” the sliding 
glass window on Foreman’s 
finger and both defendants 
punched through either side of 
window. 

“I felt the glass hit my face 
when the first window broke,” 
Ussery said. “I had cuts on the 
right side of my ear and gashes 
in the back of my neck and a 
cut on my cheek.” 

“We’re really lucky some- 
body didn’t have glass embed- 
ded in their face or their eyes,” 
Kowal commented. 

According to testimony, 
Erickson then broke off the 
price control monitor outside 
the building, which displays 
the amount due for the order, 
and used to “chip away” at the 
glass. 


Both victims were standing 
within three feet of the win- 
dows when they were broken 
and glass was found up to 20 
feet away from the window. 
Restaurant general manager 
Carol Wojtan said when she ar- 
rived at the store there was 
glass everywhere. 

“We found glass in the food, 
shelving. There were glass par- 
ticles everywhere. I had to get 
rid of the food and all the pa- 
per products. We can’t take a 
chance,” Wojtan testified. 

Ussery pushed the panic 
button to alert Westland police 
and retrieved a broomstick 
and tried to fend off the al- 
leged attackers as they were 
breaking through the window. 

Both victims suffered lacer- 
ations to their ears and were 
struck in the face with an un- 
known object, Foreman also 
received a cut on his finger. 

Defense attorney Mark Mad- 
igson said a couple of the em- 
ployees were in a brawl with 
his clients outside the build- 
ing, but the two denied it. 

However, Foreman did ad- 
mit his employees left the 
store without his permission 
prior to police arriving. 

Westland police officer 
Steve Borish added that once 
Pittaway was placed in the pa- 
trol vehicle he began kicking 
the side door window bending 
the car frame around the door. 


Former addict crusades against drugs, violence

When he went into prison 
the last time, he taught himself 
to read, write and type and 
vowed to help others to avoid 
the pitfalls that had put him in 
prison. 

When he was released from

sade to keep youths from fol- 
lowing the same path that led 
him to prison. Working with 
the pastor of the New Holy 
Trinity Baptist Church in De- 
troit, he founded the Youth De- 
velopment Center, recruiting 


youths and counseling them to 
overcome their substance 
addictions. 

“I can help addicts, because 
I know what it is,” Pointer said. 
“You can’t teach if you don’t 
know.” 

“I already have recruited 
people to help. I have a Wayne 
man who is willing to teach 
youths how to bump and paint. 
With skills, they can get jobs,” 
Pointer said. “I have other 
people who have already said 
they are going to help.” 

Pointer said the most effec- 
tive way to offer help is 
through the community and its 


churches. 

In addition to his drug-re- 
lated work. Pointer is also cru- 
sading against violence. 

He has an album, Let’s Stop 
the Killing, and wears a jacket 
which displays the phrase, 
“Let’s stop killing each other.” 
Pointer is also involved in the 
film, Turning Point, which is a 
true story about drug dealer 
and users and prostitutes. 

To raise funds for a commu- 
nity-operated youth home, 
Pointer is hosting a benefit 
breakfast at 8 a.m. Feb. 25 at 
the Beehive Restaurant on 
Michigan Avenue in Wayne.

Where can you find a place 
that has murder, mystery', love, 
and friendship all in one 
room? 

The sizzling lineup of new 
movies for 1995 is heating up at 
local theaters, and movie 
makers are hoping to dazzle 
audiences even more than last 
year.
